We have concluded our 
operation as 7P8KG in the Kingdom 
of Lesotho. We made some 3,000 
QSOs with radio amateurs in

Also, for the first time, 
we set Ay cur whole station and 
antennas wice in one TN fee 
The hotel manager allowed us o 
put our antenna on ane unused 
portion of the hotel some 600 feet 


from the Main Casino Lounge and 
the occupied hotel rooms. e gave 
us an unused room in the vacant 
portion for an operating room 
while we had another elegant 
sleeping room near the casino, 
swimming pool, restaurant, etc. -— 
it appeared to be a perfect setup. 


After everything was installed, we 


checked to see if we caused any 
radio or TV interference. There 
was none. Then we turned on our 
receivers ne could not hear 
anything except a very loud hum 
and roar. We suspected that the 


trouble was caused by a 33,000 
volt transmission line some 1,000 
feet away. This was positively 
confirmed by Bobarweny a portable 
short-wave receiver form our good 


friend Gunter, 7PSCI. Using the 
same receiver, we found a spot, at 
the main entrance to the Hotel 
grounds, that was free of 
interference. We maved our 
antennas, operating position, etc.
